Vhe Governnieiit and ilic 
Tsinipshean Indians. 

To THE Editoh: — Sincu. tho relations 
between both iho DmniiiUJii and pruviii- 
cial governmeuts W(tti Ttiiiiipshu<iu and 
Burruunding tribes huvu bccoine bo 
■traiDed thai; a cnlliuiuii of sumu surt 
ecems iiimiinent, I fuul auro lh:U you will 
find Bpaco in your paper fur the following 
romarlis on the preacut ijoaitioii of 
affaire: And first of nil lut nie any th.it 
it is not my iinoutinn to go over the atory 
of tht) troublt'B which havo existed hero 
for moii9 than five years, but to eadoavor 
' to show how matters stand at the preaent 
motnent — the puaitioii tiilfBii by tha t;i>v- 
orniueiUs— the poeitiun naaiiiiied by tho 
Indians and their teaohera — tlio policy 
adopted by ihe goveniineiita t > uiaiiitaiii 
their po^iuuii — tho preseht efiecia ot tliia 
polic; aod, tiaally, to luako sorue augges- 
tioos towards the adoption of a policy 
which* would avert the threatened col- 
liaion and benelit tho province. Tho sub- 
ject is a large one, and your .simcc ia 
limited, so luy romarlcs niuat of neceaaity 
be short and to tha point— but no diaro- 
apect is intended thereby. 

The provincial government aasucnes 
that the fee Bimple of all the lands of this 
province ia in the crown and that the In- 
dians as the original inhabitants havo no 
title or rights in any portion of these 
lands. In support of this claim Mr. 
Drakn, entirely ignoring later oijiuioiifl 
aild proclamations aa also tho actual prac- 
tice of the British government in dealing 
with native tribes, not only in Canada but 
the other dependencies, haa quoted in 
his letter to your p.ijier sonio opinions 
which, though aiitiquated, iiii;,'ht liavo 
some vfeight from the liigh leyiil standing 
of those who t;nve tham if tho condition 
of the natives referred to in them was 
similar to that of these Tsimpshean In- 
dians, but unfortnoately for his argu- 
ment this is not so. The natives then re- 
ferred to were nomad tribca without any 
liied hubiliitioii, whilo these I ndiiina Iinvo 
not only hxed abodes, but hereditiry do- 
fined tracts for huDtine, fruit gathering 
and fishing. The provincial government, 
moreover, relies on the 13th section of 
the terms of union to support them, for- 
getting that ainco the union th.^ terms 
of this section aa the baaia of an Indian 
policy have been ollicially c( .nileiiined 
by th goverijuicntri, and iia uiiiy bo Keen 
in the blue-book of 1S7.") the thou attorney- 
geueral of the province sketched a policy 
which included the recognition of the 
verj claim which those Indians are now 
making abont their hunting grounds. The 
Doniinion governtnent, too, though in 187.'j 
tboy cunbidered tho adoption of the 13th 
Bootiou for ini Indian ijolicy would bo 
••little Hbort of i\ nioekery of the Indian 
Olaiius," now tieojn willin|^ to sanc'tiou and 
aid the provincial {^overiiuieiit ia tho adop- 
tion of Buch a policy. 

'I'huH tbogovi'runioiit claiiiia tho right to 
deal arbitrarily with all the lundH — to de- 
cide the size and nature of the re.servoH— to 
di'spoBe' of, whenever they wihU, all land 
outside of the reserves now used by the In- 
dians for hunting or fruit-gathering (even 
whore those are within doBned limits and 
havo been hereditary in jiavliciilar fauiilie.s) 
without graiitiiiy any renmin ratioii or ac- 
knowledging any cliiiui or ri^lit of the nccu- 
piotH ot Lliesi) Hpeciid tracts. In fact, tlie 
Indians arc dependent upon tlii^ charity of 
tho govurunient for the very i^roniul ou 
which thoy set their feet. 

'I'ho Doiuiuiou governuieiit in rccogni/.- 
jng this claim by tin; |novincial goverii- 
ineut is permitting a niodo of ■deal- 
ing with the Indiaii.s in thia prov- 
inco which ia at direct vatiunco 
with that adopted in all other parts of 
Caiiadamid wliicli puts the Indians on a 
very diU'ereiit footing, and yet the gov- 
efli|neiit. naanino the righi to eufnice a 
special act {tho Indian act), thougll Ihia 
»fat ptBHUpposes that treitjts have already 
boon made with tho Indians and tho hinds 
surrendered, Tno position afaiuncd by 
the government, then, ia : 1st, I'ower to 
deal with all Indian laoda vithout regard- 
ing the Interesta of this Indiana in lluini; 
3od, the right to bring the Indians under 
a special act which puts thuin oniiroly and 
he}plesaly in the power of the |iidiftii du- 
pak'lftiBij(.»nd di'.privcB (.liom of thoir froe- 
flopi and power to iidvan.je llienisulvea, 

And iiov/ let 1"! turn to the p' nilion as- 
suined by tlieso Indiana, but Ind'oro doing 
BO lot UB tiriit take a glance al tho poaitiun 
held by tliu Indians at Mcllakahtla and 
its imnaediato neighborhtujd at the time 
the care of the Indiana was handed over 
by the pcoylnoial govornraent^o tho Dom- 



inion. At that time these Indians 'vere 
the most advanced of any in the province. 
Metlakahtla was not only tha scat of or- 
der but the centre from which an influence 
had radiated throughout tho surrounding 
district, which waa powerful enough to 
CBtiibliBh peace and order among all the 
tribes for more than lOO niles around. 
Those ludians had reooived the approval 
of the highest governmeni officials — had 
been spoken tu and recognized as free 
British aubjeota and encouraged to ad- 
vance; had abtained redriisa Vr-henever 
their rights weio endangered, while they 
had shown cunaidorution for the claims of 
while men coining t.) roaido in their 
neighbourhood because thoy felt that 
there was room for both the white men 
and thema'elrei, while they fuUy trusted 
the governmont to proteot their iuterests. 

Both government and Indians wore act- 
iiif< out tho golden rule, thus thuro was 
general peacu and prosperity, and a iiioro 
loyal, contented and poaceablo commun- 
ity did not exist in the provinco, 

Now let us enquire,, VVhat ia the pre- 
aant poiitionof taeaa Indians 1 Disheart- 
ened at the frequent robufTs thoy havo re- 
ceived, and tho favour shown to thoao 
who would overthrow tho very founda- 
tion of their proaperity; diegustod with 
the disregard of their pledged word which 
tho govornnient has ahown ; bolioving 
and knowing that in all ri^ht and equity 
they have a title to the lands and ought 
to be consultod regarding them, that tho 
arbitrarily apporlioniiig of reaervoH 
before their hoiiiea are eecured and 
their hunting and other claiiiia set- 
tled, and tho forcible l.iking of 
all landa by thogovcrumeut but above all 
thoir being placed under a law and rule 
which relegates them, to the poaitiou of 
wild illiterate tribes wilt render It impossi- 
ble for theih,^to ''maintain thoir position, 
mnoh less advanoe. Therefore it is thai Ihey 
havo conibiuod to prevent the infliotiou of 
this intolerable yoke; but in thus cnnibin- 
ing thuy have not forgotten that they are 
Christiana and owe alleyiitnce to Ihe King 
of kingH. 

The eoiulnniition isi not against lnw and 
order, nor doca it aprin^ froia a »iririt of 
disloyalty or any objection to bear tho bur- 
dens of citizenship. It is a ooiubiualiou 
against tho iuUiction of a oruel and uncalled- 
for injury, an injury, thoy have good rea- 
son to believe, which will if inflicted prove 
the death-blow to their retaining their indi- 
viduality in, face of advanoihg clvilizat ion . 
The means they would use aresvoh as good 
men need not be ashamed of, but they are 
heavily burdened. Around them are tribes 
having the siiuie iuteresta, but without tho 
name principles to Ruido them, and whom 
thoy have to restrain while at the .sumo 
time they fully sympathize with thorn. 
Then ou the other hand ihe, .spinireutly 
hiirHli and nnealleil-for action ni llui gov- 
erument from the beginning of these trou- 
bles is esaaperatmg and makes it still more 
difficult for them to luuiutaiu this position. 
What the Indians are asking for may Le

tion of the hour and its consideration is 
the one absorbing thought. Itniustnot, 
however, understood that thuro ia 
the smallest idea on the niinda 
of theae people that they can or 
even wish to oppose force to force. 
Those Ohriatianized coast Indians know 
better, though no one at all acqaa.ihted 
with the tribes at tho head waters of the 
Na&8 and tho Skoona would for a montcnt 
doubt that if tho question ia raised while 
they aro still in their wild and un-Chriat- 
i&nizod stato it would becorao prob- 
ably a war of oxtorininatiou with 
all its attendant horrors. With the 
coast Indians reeoutse t«i arms 
iTould only be as a last and desperate 
rosert. Meanwhile thoy aro fctrengthon- 
ing themselves in thoir truat in their Clod 
and waiting on Him, for thoy feol and 
know they have right on tho r side, and 
well they kuow that Ho can laugh at the 
moat powerful armaments of nations, and 
in his own way and time help and proteot 
oven the poorest and weakest. 

Living among these Indiana and hear- 
ing »nd seeing what goes on, such ia tho 
picture aa I soo it of tho prosont atato of 
affaira, and sad I am to hiwe t j toll the 
tale, and little did I onco dream that I 
should have to disclose such a state of 
things. There are, I think, twoqaea- 
tioiis that every thoughtful mind in tho 
province will sak, "Aro tha goveninioiit 
justiliod in continuing to act on a ])oliey 
which hua su far proved w.irao than uao- 
Icaa I and, secondly, is there no altorna- 
tive policy? To tho aocoiid of these 
questions I answer that it suenis to mo to 
be quite possible to frume a policy free 
from tho evils attending the present one — 
leas oxproaasive in oper.ttion and securing 
tho settling up of the country in a peace- 
able way, Ol course, after tho paat, tho 
Indians will naturally look with suspicion 
on any proposal, ana patience and t:tct in 
dealing with them will bo needed; but 
ainoe the government nrould gain the aid 
and influence of every 'rue friend of the 
Indiana their taste would he facilitated 
and A bond of union re-eal.ibli.shed bo- 
twuon tho goveriiment lUiii the Indiana. 
The baali of audi a pidicy should bo 
ju.ll id, and it should bo ao framed as to 
show that it emanated from tho govern- 
ment as a voluntary effort and not aa if 
wrung for them. Then, again, it must 
bi3 30 framed aa not to bo imide a prece- 
dent to unsetLlo Indiana whose claiina 
huvu already been dealt with a:id who aro 
satisfied. And, again, it shiiuld ao deal 
with the question of tha geneial land 
claims, as tu t,;ke away its aiguiticance and 
absorb it in secondary tnatlers, and thus

2ud. That if the ludiiin net is to bo put 
in force among theui Huch changes should 
bo made in the net as thuir special circnm- 
Btaucee call for and which will miiku it a 
help and not a hiudrauce to their advance- 
ment. 

In other words they are asking to bo 

dealt with as reaeonablo and reasoning 
beings, and not aa wild and uncivilized 
aavagts whose only wi'apon ia brut(3 force, 
and who must be rcbtiaiiied by force. 
This ia tho poaitiou axauinod, and wo feel 
that in upholding them in this position 
we aro not only nut exciting them to dis- 
order, but on the contrary, helping to 
obtain for them th.-it aimplu jnstieo which 
ia the privilege of liven tho poorest who 
dwells beiioaih the shadow of a Chriatiaii 
gjvernment. And this leads me to speak 
of the policy hitherto adopted tuwards 
these Indians, and its reaultn su far. 
Thia policy is based upon the fallacy that 
the Indians aro a set of irresponsible 
b logs, ignorant ! 1 ko of what is good 
for them and how they can obtain this 
good; that tho government without con- 
sulting tliem or listening to their appeals 
know exactly what ia beat, and that the 
Indiana aliould Bunijly acquieace in thiiao 
raoasurea and thank the govorninent for 
proposing them; that any attempt on 
the par', of the Indiana to show the gov- 
ernment that the prop ised ineasurua aro 
Biire to prove detrimental to their welfare, 
in to be looked upon as an attempt to 
rebel, and muat be repressed with furco 
and oven the sword if necessary, and that 
any whiteman who would ondeiivor to 
support tho claims of tho Indiana is i/mo 
facto exciting them against the govurn- 
meiit. 111 one word it i.i a policy of 
"coercion," and as the Indians have not 
acquiesciid in it, we have, had the exhib- 
ition of force on the part of the povern- 
nient together witli the threat of more 
Bovoro nieaaurea'if thoao iilroady used havo 
failed. Now what are tho reaulta ao fari 
.\8 regards the government: lat. An 
expendituro of public fuiida of over 
SoU,UUO — if iny calculation bo correct — , 
with a worse than negative result; 2nd, 
Tho g'lvnrnmont have ahown themselven 
iia ready to uan force agninat thoao who 
have laol asidu all force and aro merely 
seeking redreas for a real griovaiice, and 
havo thus deatroyed every voaligo of 
truat in their goodwill. 

Third, thoy have succeeded in raiaing 
from a little matter which might oaaily 
have been settled at' Brst, a ([uoatioii 
which iitTects nearly every liidi.m iu the 
province, and llnally they havo so slmkeii 
faith in the justice of Engliah rule aa can- 
not fail tu atleot the loyalty of even the 
most loyal.

EUROPEAN COMBINATIONS. 

Tho refuanl of do Froycinet to ottompt 
to reform his ministry at the bidding of 
the Czar ou the basis of an allianoo with 
llussia has greatly angered the llussian 
KOTernineut; biic it ib not likely that 
Gobelot, the new prime ministar, will 
adopt that course. Such an allianoe 
would bu followed by a war quickly 
sprunj;. On oiio side would bo arrayed 
Eiif^huid, Germany, Austria, Italy and 
'J'lirkey; on the other would stand RuBiiia 
niid France, It is conceivable that Rus- 
Hia, with her obstinate aim at Oonatanti- 
noplo, should think it to her interest to 
faco even such a conflict. If victorious, 
she would bu niiatrosa of tho DardanoUea, 
and her dream of centuries would ba re- 
alized, Europe thereby becoming almost 
Ooasack. If she were worsted, viotorious 
Europe would pause at the Russian 
threshold, for who could dream of or wish 
to plant himself as victor in the h'eart of 
Russia ? 13ut what can Franco gain, even 
by a victorious war, through a Russian 
triumph in Bulgaria and the Boaphorua 1 
What advantage can Franco derive from 
Bussian rivalry in the Modi:orrauoan, ea- 
I)ocially as tho compromise uffeotod by a 
cungreaa would leave a settlement between 
Franco and Germany still in suspense ? 
If Ruasia hopes to draw Franco iuto such 
a conflict of two to five, in which Franco 
has everything to risk and Russia every- 
thini; to gain, she evidently counts too 
much on French simplicity. France as- 
suredly would not join Russia unless all 
chances wore in hor favor, and unless 
she wero so certain of ascendancy at a 
congress as to be sore of satisfactions 
large enough to dispense with all thought 
of ulterior revenue. No rational 
being, however, in the present 
stata of the European chessboard 
•would venture to predict such an acend- 
cucy. Even if, contrary to all probability 
Italy joined France and Buasia, thus mak- 
ing the uUiftuco throe to four, tho conflict 
■would be uncertain, oertaiuly long and 
desperate, and would not yiuld Franco ade- 
quate coraponsation for her ruinous efforts. 
Still mor<j evidently would fiho bo a dupo if 
Italy, ns everything goes to Buggest, should 
throw herwelf into the opposite camp, and 
bring about au unequal struggle. It is for 
this reason that the liussian press would 
act wisely in moderating its tone; Europe, 
which does not want war, seems ready to' 
make concessions to Russia, who baa been 
irritated by numerous and saocessiTe mis- 
calculations, but it will be on condition that 
an appeal ia made to her lovo of peace and 
her good will. Tho liuBsiiius aro nilHiu- 
foriued if they belioTe that France is ready 
to follow them, in present circumstances, 
in a struggle of which the end appears 
threatening. She ia still suffering too much 
from past imprudence to expose herself to 
an jucreaso of her evils by renewing hor 
risks. The recent visit paid by M. Derou- 
lede to St. Petersburg has misled Bussian 
opinion on the views held in Prance. 
France, no doubt, shares his sufferings, but 
she does not sharo his impatience or his 
temerity; iiud when a man, whatever bis 
pofiition, allows himself to be thus carried 
away by sincere but dangerous ideas, it H 
the vital duty of the nation conccrued to 
reflect and not stake itt most pre cious pos - 
sessions on a rash leap, of which the con- 
sequences may be serious and even ir- 
remediable. 

GENERAL BOULAHGEE ON 
PEACE. 

V Empire, c'est la paijr," said Napoleon 
III. , and shortly »f'.er the utt,;raii(;o tho 
Crimean war was embarked upon. Gen- 
eral Boulenger last week made .« remark- 
able speech in Paris, and explained to his 
audience that all that France alius at is 
peace. She is making the most Btrcnuoua 
elfortj to increase tier army and add to 
her navy in order to insure this result. 
"For our honor and security, " ho said, 
"we are prepared for the greatest sacri- 
fices. As for myself personally, who am 
even more of a patriot than a soldier, I 
ardently desire tho maintenanco of peace, 
which Is so necessary to the advance nf 
progress and to my country's happiness." 
Strong in the consciuusnesa of duty, tho 
French minister of war continues unin- 
terruptedly his preparations for ,war — 
which preparations, he naively aaserta, 
are "the sole guarantee of a durable 
peace," If the guar;>.ntpps aro profumod 
to bo of value in proportion to the money 
expended upon thorn, tho naval and mil- 
itary budgets of France should ensure tho 
locking of the doors of Jsnus's Templo 
for some time to nome. Unfortunately 
life ia uncertain, and. the office of war- 
minister in France is not porraanent, 
Tho United Service Ga/.atto says: Oen- 
oral Boulanger, through tlio Ilux of time 
or tho changes and chancoa of politics, 
may oeme to hold his high position, and 
his Buocessor may view tho solo guaran- 
tee at his dispdsal in a diflfertnt light 
from (ioneral Boulanger. When wo see a 
man with a loaded 'ai.x; shooter' in his 
right hiind and a howio knife in his belt, 
with a double barreled rillo slung on his 
shoulder, it is assuring to learu that he is 
■0 armed, not for ofifensive, but for de- 
fensive motives. All the same, we aro 
uneasy in his society, and would prefer to 
see him go about like onrselvuH. Wo do 
not doubt the /;o>ui jUks of General Bou- 
langer'a speech, aud at Berlin we have 
reason to believe that it ia equally un- 
quostioued. AU the same, Prince Bis- 
marck, so far from o'ontemplatintc any re- 
duction in the effedtive streogth , of the 
Gorman army, proposei to inoreaie its 
n.'tabliahiueiit on 'a peace footing by 
40,000 men .

The vessels overdue are 
the Snow and Burgess frr'm Hiogo and 
the Yun Moltke from Shanghai. A ru- 
mor was afloat last evening that the 
wreck wa» th.al of the former veasel, which 
is now long overdue.

'Press: — "There ia a ship lost off Cafe 
Biale. It is thouj;ht that all hand< arj 
loit.

The fillip atruek on the broakerd 
and sank. .V part of her masts are aViovo 
Water. I dim't, think it is known in Vic- 
t.iriayet, Tim weather is very stormy. 
Only a part of the vesBel'a name can be 
made out, i. e , "Charles Vo" is all that 
can be rend, A boll buoy or .'•team whis- 
tle is badly needed at Capo Heilo; also a 
telegraph station. It is a bad place in 
stormy weather for a strange vessel off 
Cape Beale."

Strouu;)US efl'ortH were madu by 
Chinamen to regain iiossession of tho girls 
bill bail was refused. Tlio matron and 
inaiuigeiiient of the home will require to use 
caution or the girls will ho stolen by thoir 
ChincHo owners. 



Tlie Sewerage Bylaw. 

In to-day's issue will bo found a bylaw 
to ascertain the wishes of the ralejiayers, 
OS to tho construction and maintenance of 
drainage and soworago works. Wliilu the 
Municipalities Act gives the council power 
to prepare a sewerage scheme, it dno.s inH 
confer tho authority to raise the ni'ci^M.inry 
funds by a special tax. Tho ubjuct of 
the bylaw is to get tho ratepayers' per- 
mission to ask the legislature fur the 
necessary authority. This action on the 
part of the corporation is purely volun- 
tary, and is done with a view to showing 
tho property owners that the council is 
deair:!ii3 nf tikint; thorn into its erilire 
confidence. Then! in no roiinivii why tin- ei'y 
corporation should not go to tho legislat'To 
directly for authority to raise tho loan, 
though it is true thut the loan could not 
be then contracted without pi'rniin.'iion 
from the ratepayers. If the bylaw should 
liy any chance fail to pans there will, of 
c.iutso, bo no appeal to the Icgisl.it uru. 
The desire of the council is to ni- ut tho 
wishes of tke people, and in this it ia to 
bo commended. While thore Is little 
doubt the hyla.v will p.isn, it is for thoHo 
who denirii t'lo j^ood i>( the city t ) see that 
no stone i.i loft uiuurnod to secure that 
result.

I'llIN'CE KDWAliD ISLAND. 

Premier Sullivan and provincial 
Secretary Ferijuaoii, of Prince Edward 
Island, have arrived in Ottawa to urge 
on the Government to maintain a bet- 
ter servicfi lietweon the island and the 
mainland. They favor a tunnel or sub- 
way under the Straits. Mr. ferguson 
pronounces the experiment of utilizing 
the Arctic steamer Neptune in main- 
taining the service this year aa a wise 
one, which ought to work satisfactor- 
ily. The weather down there, ho says, 
is mild at present, and so far naviga- 
tion has not been impeded.

About six o'clock last night an open 
boat brought Jose Garnia to Seattle 
from Port Blakely. He was in a des- 
perate condition, tbo result of an en- 
counter at 2 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing with one Uarlo.'i. The wounded 
mbin speaks but little Engli.sli and no 
one seems to know exactly the details 
of the affair. To Dr. Willard, who at- 
tended him, Garnia stated that he bad 
been "across the bay" to a saloon w.hich 
is one mile from Blakely propur. About 
2 o'clock he was returning to the mill 
in t'oui[);tny with an acquaintance when 
lu! met a man by the name of Carlos 
who set upon him with a knife and 
stabbed him repeatedly. He claims 
there was no cause for the deed and 
that he had not oA'anded Carlos, though 
the prol riliilities are that the aflair 
was a drunken row between the men. 
He was carried to J>lakely whore iiis 
wounds were rudely dressed, his com- 
rades starting for Seattle with him in 
the afternoon. 

Dr. Willard reports that he found 
twenty-four knife wounds upon Oar- 
nia's person. Most of them are slight 
but several- are severe. One thrust 
through the back p(!notrated the cav- 
ity of the chest anil that of itself may 
prove fatal. Ciariiia'.M vi'^Ul hip was 
broken, probably by his fall when hi; 
was stabbed. He lost a great deal of 
blood and is very weak. 

A reporter visited Garnia tliis af ler- 
nooii. i'lie wounded man i.s cut and 
slashed in a fearful manner. Some of 
the cuts are two inches long and are 
mostly about the chest and shoulders. 

There is something mysterious about 
the ailarir. The authorities at Blakely 
claim to kuow little or nothing about 
the matter. Carlos nas not lieen arrest- 
edj nor ban anything be learned of his 
whereabouts.— (SeaWfo Times.
